They propose to effect an exchange by 
their own ships through their own agents. 
A leagthy correspondence, conducted on 
the part of the grangers by Secretary 
Kelly, has resulted in a delegation of co- 
operatives who are en route to this coun- 
try to confer .with the executive 
committee cf the national grange, and 
perhaps to settle the details of the plan. 
The co-operatives of Great Britain num- 
ber 500,000 members, and the grangers 
of America probably 2,000,000. Here is 
certainly the basis for an extensive part. 
nership, 

Whether the partnership, if formed, 
would endure or not is quite another 
question. That depends, to a great ex- 
tent, upon the wisdom of the men who 


are entrusted with the general 
management of the new sys 
tem of exchange. Both organiza- 


tions believe in the principles of direct 
co operation; both want cheaper goods 
for their own use; both are efficient and 
powerful, and both have already a large 
number of officers and agents trained to 
the work. If the plan c2n succeed on an 
international scale at all, an alliance of 
the grangers and co-operatives should 
certainly produce such a result. It is an 
excellent and almost unparalled opporta- 
nity to try co-operation on the broadest 
scale. The experiment is worth a tria’, 
and the conditions for a grand trial were 
never more favorable. 

The cotton crop of the south will be 
an important element in this interna- 
tional effort, and the people of Savan- 
neh should watch the movement with a 
view to getting from it the imception at 
least of a direct line of steamships. The 
grangers and co-operatives will certainly 
need a direct southern line to effect an 


their products. Savannah is clearly the 
best southern port for such a _ pur- 
pose; and Master Smith of the state 
grange can do his _ state and 
his order noble service by keeping his 
weuther eye on the movement, for the 
purpose of securing all that the advanta- 
ges of Georgia plainly justify.

Hustory of Cotton. 


In a lengthy article on cotton culture 
the New York South favors us with 
the following interesting scraps of his- 
tory: 

The precise date of the introduction 
of cotten into the American colonies is 
involved in uncertainty. In a pam- 
phiet printed in London, 1609, it is as- 
serted that cotton grew in the province 
of Virginia as readily as it did in Italy. 
Beverly, in his ‘History of Virginia,” 
states that Sir Edmund Andros, when 
Governor of that colony in 1602, “‘gave 
particular marks of his favor towards 
the propagating vf cotton.” It was 
long cultivated in Maryland, Virginia, 
the Carolinas, and in Georgia, in small 
patches fordomestic use. In apamphlet 
entitled ‘‘A State of the Province of 
Georgia, attcsted upon oath in the Court 
of Savannah;” bearing date of 1749, it 
was averred ‘‘that large-quantities of 
eotton had been raised here, but the 
plant dies in winter.” The Sea Island 
seed was introduced upon the coast of 
Georgia in 1785, having been brought 
thither from the Bahamas, where it was 
known as the seed of the Acguillu Cotton. 
Previous to 1694 the production of cot- 
ton in the United States was inconsider- 
able. The earliest recorded shipment 
of the staple from this country that we 
have met with is from the port of Char- 
leston, 1747-8, when seven bags were ex- 
ported. In 1770, 2,000 pounds were 
sent out from the same city; and a third 
shipment of 71 bags, 1771, was seized in 
Liverpool by the British authorities on 
the ground that America could not pro- 
duce a quantity so great. In 1791 the to- 
tal export from this country was 189,216 
pounds, or about 475 bags of average 
weight of 400 pounds. From that date, 

however, began the marvellous develop 
ment of the cotton growth, which at 
each decennial leaped forward with gi- 

antic strides. Nething more strikingly 
llustrates the eager and pernicious con- 
centration of the Southern mind upon 
the one great staple of our soil, than 
the exports of cotton from the United 
Sti tes at the end of each of the successive 
decades frony 1810 to 1860. We here- 
with present the figures from the most 
reliable sources within reach:

The following details are furnished 
by one of jhe survivors:— 

SAN JOSE DE CUCUTA 
had for many years made very rapid 
progress, iscreasing in wealth and pop- 
ulation, untihit had become one of the 
most iinportant cities of Columbia. Of 
late “years mew and important enter- 
prises had been started, necessitating 
the construction of new buildings for 
mercantile anf other purposes, and of 
a large number of fine residences. In 
a moment of time these have all been 
destroyed. It was situated on the 
boundary ofthe Republic, and was 
founded by J@an de Martin in 1834. It 
was a port of entry, if an inland town 
can be called a port, and here was the 
established-Qystom House, The pop- 
ulation of thecity at the time of the 
disaster is estimated at about 12,000; it 
had a largecommercial business and 
was the great depot for coffee and caca 
for shipment either through the Venezu- 
elan port or down the Magdalena. 
PRELIMINARY SHOCKS, 

At half-past five o’clock in the after- 
noon of Suaday, the 16-h, a strong 
shock was observable, lasting twenty 
seconds. A little later another trem- 
bling of the*earth took place, which 
gradually died away through the space 
of five minutes. Ata quarter past five 
the same day the entire population was 
brought to i® feet by a strong shock, 
which lasted for some time. During 
the 17th and the following night occa- 
sional tremblings were experienced. On 
the morning of the 18th everything was 
serené and the day advanced without 
anything new, with no premonitions of 
the awful fate which awaited the doom- 
ed city. 

THE FATAL MOMENT. 

The hour of half-past eleven arrived. 
A great parivof the citizens were at ta- 
ble. The earth commenced shaking with 
great force, and from all sides the peo- 
ple rushed te the streets with despair- 
ing cries for mercy. For fifteen sec- 
onds the movement continued, the city 
moving like a great ship without bal 
last. Instanganeously a cloud of fine 
dust snhanalt the streets and houses, 
impeding the vision and calling forth 
renewed cries of horror and appeals for 
mercy fro populace. These were 
of short duration, however, as the dust 
soon became go thick as to 

IMPBDE RESPIRATION, 
and, as if by Bhe touch of an exchant- 
er’s wand, angfawful silence succeeded. 
Many who ht have been saved from 
the ruins of fhe falling buildings fell 
victims to suffocation. Not longer than 
two minutes did the terrible situation 
continue, A wind rapidly carried away 
the dust cloud, revealing 

THE ‘TERRIBLE SCENE. 

What was a few moments before a 
beautiful city, instinct with life and 
happiness, was now the hideous tomb 
of thousands. The ruin was complete. 
A contemplation of the few who sur- 
vived the awful disaster was even more 
terrible than the sight of the ruins and 
the dead which lay beneath them. 

CRAZED WITH HORROR 
men, women and children ran about 
crying for help and to their friends who 
lay dead nearat hand. Here a mother 
frantically called to her child; there the 
child, horribly disfigured, perhaps, 
wailed aut for its parent. Husbands, 
wives, sons, daughters, fathers and mo- 
thers were ruaning about in wild dis- 
may. Someours passed before quiet 
was restored and a realization of the 
event obtained. The trembliogs of the 
earth continued, aud, to add to the hor- 
rors of the situation, fires broke out in 
various localities amid theruins. The

MORE HORRIBLE NIGHT, 

The survivors had moved to the sub- 
urbs of the city, where encampments 
were established.

The Rey. J. T. Le in compliance 
with the request of assy panos repeated 
on Sunday his sermon upon “The Love of 
God as manifested by the gift of His Son,”’ 
to a very large and interested congregation. 

The 5381 chapter.of Isaiah was read, ‘an 


eloquent prayer offered gna the 16th hymn 
sung. The text was from the First 
Epistle of John, rv., 9: this was mani- 
fested the lovg of God towards us, because 
that God rent his ane béz tten son into the 
world that we might live through him.” 
Without any further introduction, said 
theepeaker, il remark im the first place 
that God can bestow pardon uvon the sin- 
ner Only upon the ground of satisfaction— 
of infinite satisfaction. One of the deepest 
beliets in the human breast is that of the 
being and existence of aGod. And if there 
‘sa God He must be a perfect one, and if Hs 
isa perfect God He mustbe a just one, and 
if He is a just God He must treat ail His 
creatures in proportion # their moral de- 
seris. If Hs does this He must not ouly 
reward the righteous but pusish the wicked. 
Punishment of sin has nét for its object the 
reformation of the sinneftnor the making of 
such moral impressions n society as will 
repress the v.cious propessities of men and 
prevent crime, but its object is tue satisfac- 
tion of justice, an attribute essential tothe 
existence and character @f God. ‘The pun- 
ishmeat, upon the same principle, must be 
au infiniteoae, for it must be proportioned 
to the demerits of the offender, and the de- 
merits of the offender be ype eee to 
the evil of the crime, an@ the evil of the 
crime be propor ioned to the good to 
which it is apposed. Then 
if tuat good be an ey op he sin op- 
pose t to it must be an infnite evil, and un- 
der a just government beso punished. By 
this principle God canne} bestow pardon 
upon a sinner save upou the basis of satis. 


faction. Todo so withamt it would be to 
destruy all the high moraé interests of the 
world to guard aud upho @, which is a part 
of his divin e pleasure, Jodo so would be 
fatal to the glory of God, 4nd fatal to the 
existence of all moral law and justice... Jo 
forego the execution of apenalty is to ob- 
literate the penalty itself, To pardon sin 
without satisfaction beingobtained, as the 
condition precedent, woukd be utterly ruin- 
ous tothe interests and happiness of ths 
inoral universe, for the moral universe re- 
poses upon order, and order upon govera- 
ment, and government upon law, and law 
upon the execution of pemalties—the things 
by which the law is guarded and enforced. 
i say, then, God cannot bestow pardon upon 
the sinner without satisfae.ion. 

My next remark is that no satisfaction is 
practicable except upon the principle of re- 
presentation. For, the sianer capnot satis- 
ty for himself by any repentance he may 
experience th sugh it be so hearty and 
thorough, so much so that his life ever af- 
ter be faultiess, it will only sat sfy the pre- 
cept of the law, leaving the penalty, still 
unsatisfied. Nor, can the sinner satisfy for 
himseif by any sufferings he may undergo, 
for they must fall as far short of the require- 
ments of the law, as the time of their aura- 
tion fall short of eternity. Itis hee that 
the principle of representation falls upon 
our view—a principle that usderl.es aud 
pervades our Whole social life. Wherever 
the father stands for the ¢hild, in the fami. 
ly, orthe agent for the fiem, or the presi 
dent of a corporation forjhe stockh*lders; 
or the ruler stands-for the ruled, we met 
with the principle of representation. ‘Take 
this away from the tissueof our lives aud 
nothing is left of them but tangled snd brit- 
tle threads, and all our-gelations to each 
other fall into confusion. From the lowest 
peasant in his cottage, up to the most mag- 
nificent empire on the globe, men are! re. 
ly Gepenpdent upon it.. Ada if we lift our 
eyes from this lower plane of vision, we will 
see that this principle penetrates and oper- 
ates in that Supreme admigistration that is 
over all things. If we lo*K upon earth and 
back through the annals of paet generations 
we will find that in every period of time and 
in all regiune of the globe, men of all kinds, 
classes, ra.ks and nations have been sub- 
jected to the supreme penalty of death. 
(he infliction of this universal penalty indi- 
cates a upiversal branch of the divine law. 
What is that law, which all mea have vio- 


lated and fur which all men are made to 


suffer the dread penalty ofdeath? It is not 
the evangelic law, wh.ch presecrib’s faith 
and repentance as atonemeats, aad in their 
absence \isits upon the siiner everlasting 
dampatiou, for men are perishing by mil- 
lious Who never heard @&g sound of this 
gospel, It cannot be the law given to Mo- 
ses upon Mouat Sinai, fur men perished 
by miliions before it wis promulga‘ed. Nor 
Can it.be that law, whig ‘RetAsscribes Upyl 
the fleshy tablets of ti® Wuman heart, 
for infants perish before they 
are abe to comprehend it 
What, then, is that universal law for the 
uliversa) breach of whichgmen suffer uai- 
versal death ? What fa Giat law against 
wh'cb infants and men gfown, the savage 
and the civilized, the a and the white, 
the rich and the poor, tae @ristian and the 
Jew have sianed for which they must sureiy 
die? God prposed it to vie first father of 
the human race, when he stood upright io 
the garden of aden, and was commanded 
to give obedience to but ome eharge of his 
Creator. And as sin came through him to 
us ail, 60 We Came to be offenders against 
God’s law. As Adam’s faultis my fault 
and his sin my sin, 80 was his probation my 
probation. tle was the fede’ al, representa- 
tive head placed in chargeof the destinies 
of all the millions who were to spring from 
his loins. 
My third remark is: There is po other 
being in the universe c:pafle of discharg- 
ing the office of representative other than 
the second person of the blessed T inity— 
the adorabe and incarnate Son of God. 
We now come to look for him—the being 
who is to become our represen‘ativa,in the 
atonement. He is not to be found among 
the inferior animals, for the blood of aa 
unthinkiag beast can neyer balance the 
crime of thinking man. Nor in the circle 
of the fallen race, for as aH are invo ved 
the crime of one canvot be put upon anoth- 
er equally guilty. Norintherapks of the 
angels, who have not fallen, forthey are a 
higher and purer order of Selogs and can- 
no’ sustain the relation of representative 
for those whoare lower than themselves. 
Ve now reach that sublime 
point where the divine three held their grand 
and fateful council. Here within the sacred 
enclosure—here, if anywhere, must be 
found man’s redeemer. As the being against 
whom thecrime has been committed and 
to whom the Satisfaction must be made, 
God cannot become the representative. 
Nor can this office be assumed by the Holy 
Ghost, since it wasthe agency through 
whom the redemption wap to be applied. 
There is only one being In the whole uni- 
verse with power to make the sacrifice for 
redemption, And, as the impression on the 
wax cannot be broader thaa the device 
upon the seal, nor the water in the pipes 
rise higher than that im the reservoir 
which supplies them, jast so must 
the quailities contained in the act have 
previously resided in the agent. There 
must be infinite satisfaction rendered, and 
this quality of intinity isfoandin no other 
than the ever-living God. If the Son of 
God will descend to earth aud assume the 
pature and relations of the sinner aud be- 
come obedient even to suffering death upon 
the cross, He will do all that God requires, 
aod God will pardon the shiner. Now is 
the time when, as upon a pivot, swing the 
destinies of the human race, This infinice 
being can assume this relationand work of 
redemption only upom one condition, and 
with the free and full consgpt of God. Will 
euch a Father give up su aBon to this 
labor? Every human child enters the world 
in such a state of helpiessness that its life 
and welfare depend upon the most as- 
siduous watching. Its cor:ditions  re- 
quire the guardianship of ope whose hands 
are strong and whose eyes never sleep. So 
it is that the broadest and @eepest affection 
we know 1fs that of the mother for her child. 
In every community all over the land we 
find women who have beem abandoned by 
their husbands and we see men go forth in 
patriotic love;to battle who skulk and desert 
to return to their homes or hide safely in 
mouutain fastness. But where have you 
seen or read of even the youngest mother 
abandoniog her ,child. We all know 
any there is acarcely sac- 
rifices a mother will not make for her 
child. How often have we read or seen wo- 
men laying down truth, honesty and the 
omen om pearl of virtue for the means to 
uy fuel and bread for her freezing and 
famishing offspring! My friends, the par- 
ental feeling in Goiis as much stronger 
than that in the mother as God is higher 
and grander than man. God is a being of 
infinite capacities, That empire on which 
the sun never sets, yet has its defined 
boundaries and that so grand has 
shores it cannot wie ‘bat God is abso- 
lutely without limits. There are no limits 
to his presence, to hie wisdom, to his pow- 
er, and can be noneto his love, Yet his 
heart is as tender as his brain is wise and 
his arm strong.

Sermon by Rev. W. H. 
Crawford, Pastor Cum- 
berland Presby- 
terian Cliurch. 


Text: ‘‘They eat up the sin of my people, 
and they settheir heart on their iniquity.”’ 
Hosea 4:5. 

The priest lived on the ea-rificed meat, 
and the more they had of this the more they 
were pleased, But this increased with the 
increase of the sins of the people; the more 
the people sinned, the more sin offer. ngs, 
the more priestly banguets, 50 ‘“‘they set 
their heart on their fniquity,’’ they longed 
for the increase of sin, it was a matter of 
personal interest to them, so in reality they 
‘feed on the sins of the people.”’ Thus they 
glutted themselves and helpeito keep up 
teat, which they shou'd have beaten down, 
Aud are these not ia the ecclesiastical world 
at the present day, who, forthe sake of 
sumptuous living, that they may roll in 
and opulence aud iive in fine palaces, are in 
love with sin? 

They will not opros2 it, for the reason 
that it gives them more meat Sinful prac- 
ticea are connived at and encouraged, and 
thus oae innovation after another is made 
in the true worship of God, until it may be 
said, ‘‘They eat up the sin of my people.’’ 
True, spiritual wo-ship is the e-sential con- 
dition of spiritual life, growth, harmony and 
ble-sedvess. Itis the soul’s only heaven. 
Worship is not now what it was in times 
pasi, when men were fearless and bold for 
the truth. There was vot tat disposition 
to compromise with the world, there was 
not that si ence in regard to popular views 
of fashionable amusements; not tha’ pan- 
dering to the will and wishes of the men of 
the world that seem to characte ize many 
in the ministry of the — age. Why is 
it? The answer is found in the text, the 
desire to feed onthe sins of the people. If 
those things are put down, where is the liv- 
ing to come from? The desire to live and 
fare sumptuously every day, and see the 
worship of God perverted, is not character- 
istic of Him who made Himself of no repu- 
tation, and took on Himself the form ofa 
servaut, and when on earth had not where 
to lay His head.
